BILL PASSED. 


Strenuous Struggle Ended in 
Lower House. 

Tariff Measure Adopted by 
Overwhelming V ote. 
Party Lines Closely Drawn 
on Main Issues.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The Phil- 
pine Tariff Bill was passed by the 
House today substantially as ht came 
from the Ways and Means Committee. 
The vote was 8 to 71. Rice was made 
Subject to the same tariff as sugar and 
tobacco— per cent of the Dingler 
rates—and one or two changes were 
made as to the language. 

This result was attained after de- 
cidedly the most strenuous day of the 
present Congress. 

Republican opposition to the bill in 
the interest of American beet and cane 
Sugar and tobacco interests tried out ks 
strength early and gave up. This op- 
poshion refused to affiliate with Demo- 
cratic efforts. The strongest plea for 
“insutgent” support was made in de- 
balf of Champ Clark’s amendment re- 
ducing the differential on refined sugar. 
The minority sought to duplicate the 
House record made on the Cuban re- 
ciprocity Act, but they reckoned with- 
out their host. The Democratic sub- 
Stitute met with only the euppor: of 
the minority and went down under a 
vote of 231 to 106. 
age of the bill the “insurgents” de- 
manded a roll call, that the record 
might be preserved. 

An effort sustained by the Democrats 
but opposed by all but three Repub- 
Means, was initiated by Mr. McCal!! of 
Massachusetts, to commit the United 
States to the policy of granting inde- 
pendence to the Philippines as soon as 
their inhabitants can be prepared for 
self-government.

Yet the plan is right—or else the Con- 
stitution is wrong. 


ARSHALL FIELD. 

The death of Marshall Field 
multi-millionaire “merchant prince 
of Chicago, which occurred in New 
York yesterday, will teave a void in 
the mercantile werld which will no: 
soon be filled. He was undeniably one 
of the most successful men, in his 
sphere of activity, the world has ever 
known. Better still, he held and truly 
deserved che reputation of having 
gained his great wealth by legitimate 
methods; by the exercise of rare judg- 
ment; by fair dealing, and by the ob- 
servance of sound business principles 
in the conduct of his great enter- 
prises. 

The career of Marshall Field is a 
striking illustration of the possibilities 
which lie in the future of the Amer- 
ican boy. From the common school he 
entered mercantile life, at the age of 
17, as a grocer’s clerk at Pittsfield, 
Mass. which position he filled for 
four years, removing to Chicago in 
In that-city he served four years 
in the capacity of clerk, after which 
he was admitted to a partnership. 
From this, the real beginning of his 
mercantile career, his progress ‘was 
steadily forward to the position of 
preéminence which he attained, as the 
greatest and most successful merchant 
of his generation. 

Mr. Field's successful life is not to 
be measured alone by his vast accu- 
mulations of wealth, which would be, 
after all, but a sorry triumph if they 
stood as his only monument.
